character at its best Rose Garfield is 
a flower of Pnritan maidenhood, the 
village school-mistress, and the mistress 
of a home which she consents to shsre 
with Robert Hagbnn, a yeoman-soldier 
of the Revolution. These young peo- 
ple grew up in Concord, and were among 
"the children's children's children of

indicated by the cavity of a cellar, in 
which I this very put summer planted 
some sunflowers to thrust their great 
disks out from the hollow and allure 
the bee and hummingbird." After this 
manner the great story teller dwelt 
upon the name u fitly chosen by him 
to stand for the noble qualities repre- 
sented by hu New England girl, who i* 
u brave u she is gentle, u strong in 
faith and heroism u she is simple in 
sweetness and womanly ministrations. 
She is an ideal that associates with the 
name of Garfield the truest and tender- 
est phues of humanity.
